Washington, Dee. 2. — A diversified legislative program to re- 


store a peace-time business status, revise the tax system, curb unrest, 
reduce the cost of living, and rectify labor and farming conditions, 
was recommended Ijy President AVilson today in his message to the 
lien- session of congress. 


The President asked for new tariff laws based on the nation's 


changed relations to the rest of the world, suggested that the income 
and excess profits tax schedule be simplified, advocated steps to iin- 
1 rove rural conditions and promote production, and declared for "a 
genuine democratization of industry" to protect both labor and cap- 
ital.

Washington, Dec. 2. — With much 


impatience the state department today 
awaited word from Mexico City of the 
release of Consular 
Agent Jenkins 


from the penitentiary

been advised of the note's delivery 
but officials said it probably wag pre- 
sented during the day and that they 
expected prompt action by the Car- 
ranza administration in acceding to 
the "request" of the United States. The 
note was forwarded early Sunday and 
a deayed dispatch, from the Mexican 
capital said the Mexican foreign of- 
fice announced late last night that it 
had not been received Errors in cable 
transmission were said to have de- 
layed Its presentation. 


Mexico Quickly Heeds British. 


A new side-light on the general 


Mexican kidnapping situation was giv- 
en today in a report of the recent cap- 
ture of Norman Rowe, a British sub- 
ject, by rebels at Zaca*ecas, who held 
him for ransom, but who quickly re- 
leased him at the instance of the Car- 
ranza administration, without pay- 
ment of ransom. 


Great. Britain never recognized the 


Carranza regime in Mexico. 


The British vice consul at Zacatecas 


promptly notified the Mexican auth- 
orities and reported the kidnapping to 
the British consul general at Mexico 
City. 
Representations were quickly 


made to the Mexican government and 
within a few hours the machinery, in- 
cluding the military, was seeking to 
rescue Rowe.

PIONEER IRON 
MASTER, DIES 


Sudden Passing Results 
From Heart Trouble 
and Ptomaine Poison 


LEAVES $200.000,000 


Large Part of Fortune Amassed 
by Building up Greatest Coke 


BusiAess in The World 


New York, Dec 2. —Henry Clay 


Frick, pioneer iron muter and one of 
the foremost art 
collectors in the 


United States, died suddenly at his 
Fifth Avenue home here early today 
in his seventieth year. 


For three weeks he had been suf- 


fering from ptomaine poisoning, but 
n a formal statement issued late to- 
day-, his physician, Dr. Lewis A. Con- 
ner, asserted that "ilr. Frick for the 
past month had shown symptoms of 
an organic affection of the heart which 
presumably was the result of the se- 
vere attacks of inflammatory rheu- 
matism to which he was subject in 
earier ife." Dr. Conner added that 
Mr. Frick died "In the midst of what 
seemed to be satisfactory .improve- 
mentJn his condition." 


The sudden passing of Mr. Frick 


shocked Wall street, although it had 
no appreciable effect on stocks value. 
Until the last, Mr. Frick retained his 
interest in business and despite his 
years had 
frequently attended 
di- 


it their belief that it would not prove 
fatal. 


Suffering from his wounds and be- 


numbed by the extreme cold, Carlisle 
when brought to the Douglas hospital 
said, "I am glad the chase has ended."

EDUCATION IS IN ARREARS 


For a Generation Children Will Con- 


tinue to Study on a 25 per Cent 


Efficiency Basia—Trying 


to Equip Schools. 


Now York.—Education In northern 


France c.-ised in the autumn of 1914. 
It cannot recommence until Germany 
pays the war damages to France, pnd 
France subdivides the Indemnity into 
the proportions demanded by ench de- 
partment canton andjxmunuue for the 
erection and equipment of schools. 


As Germany is only erpeeted to pay 


25,000,000 francs immediately and the 
rest in twenty years, the most hopeful 
outl ok for French education is one- 
quarter of the prewar force and equip- 
ment within the next two decades. 


In the meantime, says the Brooklyn 


Eagle, children who ceased to attend 
school in 1014 are five years in arrears, 
and for a generation will' continue to 
study on a 23 per cent efficiency basis. 


The instructor often returns to a 


ruined Tillage long before there is any 
school for him to teach. His own home 
is a heap of ruins and hp has to com- 
mence to dig among the debri." to find 
any buried belongings, and to erect out 
of the heap of stones a shelter for 
himself. The government Is supplying 
as fast as possible wooden barracks, 
one end of which Is sometimes par- 
titioned for the teacher to live in, the 
other end for the scholars to congre- 
gate.
